Canadian  wheat  conditions 

V.Tieat  cutting  in  Canada  is  not  expected  to  be  general  until  the  last 
of  August  and  in  some  cases  later,  according  to  a  report  published  August 
20  by  the  "Manitoba  Eree  Press.''     The  report  states  that  fully  three  v/eeks 
of  good  weather  vathout  further  frost  or  rain  and  wind  are  needed  for  a 
good  harvest.     Normal  or  slightly  below  normal  temperatures  for  the  week 
ending  August  21  were  reported  to  the  United  States  vfeather  Bureau. 

European  wheat  production  and  growin>gc  conditions 

IJo  change  has  been  reported  during  the  ¥/eek  in  the  wheat  production 
outlook  of  European  countries.     The  cold  rainy  v/eather  reported  previously 
over  northern,  northwestern  and  central  Europe  a  week  ago  continued  during 
the  week  ending  August  25,  according  to  a  cabled  report  to  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.  Steere 
at  Berlin.     It  is  considered  that  the  unfavorable  weather  has  damaged  the  :  • 
cereal  crops  in  countries  north  of  Paris,  Cologne,  Dresden  and  Warsaw  where 
much  grain  is  still  in  the  fields.     The  grain  outlook  in  Poland  is  consider- 
ably below  previous  reports.     The  Erench wheat  crop  is  still  estimated  to  be 
above  last  year  but  the  quality  has  been  damaged.     The  G-erman  crops  are 
thought  to  have  been  reduced  during  the  v/eek,  especially  in  the  north,  where 
rye  is  important. 

Russian  procujing  from  July  1  through  August  15  amounted  to  595,000 
short  tons  as  compared  with  529,000  short  tons  for  the  same  period  last 
year.     The  Russian  press  confirms  the  report  of  last  v/eek  that  procurements 
and  exports  are  being  affected  by  the  outlook  for  a  smaller  wheat  crop  in 
the  principal  e:rporting  regions,  tne  increasing  wheat  consumption  and  the 
rumors  of  the  building  up  of  large  grain  stocks  by  the  government.  The 
press  also  continues  to  report  a  smaller  wheat  crop  and  a  larger  rye  crop 
than  in  192S.     It  is  now  being  doubted  that  the  procurement  plans  of 
12,700,000  short  tons  of  grain  v/ill  be  realized  daring  the  1927-28  season 
and  it  is  reported  that  the  plans  for  wheat  procurements  have  been  lowered 
and  the  rye  plans  raised.

Since  August  19  spring 
wheat  prices  have  continued  weak  with  amber  durum  showing  more  weakness 
than  northern  spring.     Winter  wheat  has  continued  to  show  strength,  es- 
pecially hard  winter.

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Since  tne  week  ending  August  19  all  wheat  future  prices  have  declined 
slightly.     This  weakness  in  futures  is  apparently  aue  to  possibilities  of  a 
greater  Canadian  crop  than  official  estimates  indicate  and  to  weaker  prices 
at  Liverpool.

fifteen  countries  of  the  northern  hemisphere  v/hich  produced  nearly 
50  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  production  in  1326  novv  report  a 
production  of  4S8,894,0C0  bushels,  an  increase  of  about  70,000,000  bushels:.- 
or  17.6  per  cent  over  1926.     See  table  page  308..    The  North  American  crop 
if  forecast  at  73,094,000  bushels  an  increase  of  25,000,000  bushels  or  47 
per  cent  over  1926.     The  "Manitoba  Eree  Press",  in  a  report  on  August  20, 
states  that  the  rye  harvest  is  completed  -vith  a  good  yield  in  many  districts 
of  the  Prairie  Provinces. 

Thirteen  European  countries  report  a  production  of  390,800,000  bushels 
which  is  an  increase  of  45,000,000  over  1926,  when  these  countries  produced 
over  45  per  cent  of  the  total  Soropean  crop  aside  from  Russia.     Of  the  re- 
maining 54  per  cent  Germany,  Czechoslovakia,  Eraiice  and  Sweden  malce  up  almost 
the  total.     Germany  alone  last  year  produced  a  third  of  the  European  crop 
exclusive  of  Russia.     No  reports  on  acreage  or  production  are  available  for 
Germany  as  a  whole  but  iir.  L.  V.   Steere,  Acting  Agi-'iculturai  GomiTiissioner  at 
Berlin  reports  that  an  official  estimate  of  Augi.ist  1  places  the  yield  of 
winter  rye  in  Prussia  which  comprises  nearly  tiie  whole  Prussian  rye  crop,  at 
26.5  bushels  per  acre  and  spring  rye  at  20,9  bushels  per  acre.    Prussia  pro- 
duces about  75  per  cent  of  the  total  rye  crop  of  Gerraany-     Acreage  estimates 
for  all  of  Germany  have  not  been  received  but  the  7/inter  acreage  of  Prussia 
was  reported  at  seeding  time  to  be  6  per  cent  below  the  1925  acreage  when 
8,804,000  acres  were  sown  to  winter  rye  and  114,000  acres  "./ere  sown  to  sun- 
mer  rye»     Assuming  that  the  decrease  in  acreage  and  the  yield  per  acre  re- 
ported for  Prussia  should  hold  true  for  all  Germany,  the  crop  :7ould  be  about 
290,000,000  bushels  compared  with  252,000 ,000  bushels  in  1925.  -However,, 
weather  conditions  since  the  time  cf  the  Prussian  yield  estimate  have  been 
unfavorable,  which  may  cut  down  the  ciop  somewhat.

The  Russian  crop  is  uncertain.     There  has  been  reported  a.  2.2  per  cent  decrease 
in  acreage.     Conditions  for  rye  are  believea  to  be  better  than  for  wheat,'  and 
a  larger  cro^..  than  last  yea:.'  is  e.qoected.  ■  The  Russian  procuring  plan  calls 
for  more  rye  than  last  year. 
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CORN 

Russian  corn  acreage  is  reported  to  "be  1.4  per  cent  greater  than  last 
year,  according  to  a  preliminary  official  estimate.     The  Riomanian  acreage 
estimate  has  "been  revised  downward  slightly  ^out  is  ahove  that  of  1926.  The 
corn  yield  outlook  continues  unsatisfactory  in  the  Balkans,  according  to 
Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.   Steere.

POTATOES

only  about  13  per  cent  of  the  total  1926  Euoropean  crop  exclusive  of  Russia. 
For  Gom-ny  and  Poland,  vhich  produce  over  h-ali  of  the  European  crop  af.ide 
from  Russia,  neither  production  nor  acreage  estirjateG  are  available.  In 
Germany,  following  the  poor  crop  on  the  slightly  Tostricted  acreage  last  year 
it  is  to  be  expected  that  this  yearns  acreage  vvill  be  no  smaller  and  •vill 
probably  be  larger  than  Last  yeai'.     The  condition  of  the  crop  on  Aivs"'^''''^  -  ^■^^^ 
Z  per  cent  above  the  10  year  average  for  that  date,  ■.vhcreas  last  yc.-.r  it  T^;as 
9  per  cent  belov  the  10  year  average.    Under  these  circum'.tances ,  if  conditions 
remain  favorable,  through  hai'vesting,  Germany  nay  be  expected  to  ^produce  a 
crop  100,000,000  to  300,000,000  bushels  greater  than  last  year,  or  even  more 
if  the  acreage  v/ere  increased  sufficiently. 

Por  Poland,  last  yearns  acreage  T/as  larger  than  usual  so  there  is  less 
lilcelihood  of  an  increase  in  acreage,  there.     There  is  no  information  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  grc-dng  crop  in  Poland.     There  appe-vrs  to  have  been  a 
similarity  in  general  betveen  v/eather  conditions  in  Germany  and  Poland  this 
year,  rrhich  ivo-'jld  lead  to  the  e:-rpecta.tion  of  an  increase  over  the  poor  yield 
of  1926.     For  France  and  Csechoslovakia,  rhich  rank  next  after  Germaiiy  and 
Poland,  in  Eujropeaai  potato  production,  acreage  is  reported  about  the  same  as 
la-:;t  year.     Little  indication  is  availa„ble  on  growing  conditions.    Early  in 
the  year  the  Czechoslovalcia  crop  ^.7a.s '  above  averrge  in  condition  and  the  French 
crop  fairly  good,    England's  potato  area  is  i^i^^htly  aboTu  last  year's  and 
the  condition  on  Aurmst  1  ia^-^e  expectation  of  fully  average  yields,  -rdiereas 
the  1925  yield  vras  lov/.

Con- 
tinued drou^ght  nor;  m-alccs  probable  a"  South  Italian  hemp  crop  of  bet-/7een  31,000 
and  33,000  short  tons,  or  about  30  per  cent  less  than  last  year,  according  to 
a  cable  from  Consul  General  Byington  at  Haples.     The  net?  crop  is  not  yet  on 
the  market  and  prices  on  the  old  crop  stocks  remain  high  rath  no  o'emand. 
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RSSUCTIOM  IN  YUGOSLAV  PRUNE  CROP:     Tlae  Yugoslav  prune  crop  is  reliabl.y 
estlmated  at  only  aoout  50  per  cent  of  last  yearns  crop,  according  to  a  caole 
just  received  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  7.  Steere  at  Eerlin. 
The  export  surplus  of  dried  prunes  will  prol3at)ly  amount  to  about  10,000  short 
tons  in  Bosnia  and  20,000  short  tons  in  Servia,  or  a  total  of  30,000  tons  in 
Yugoslavia  as  a  whole  compared  y/ith  exports  of  between  55,000  ana  55,000  short 
tons  from  September  1  last  year  to  date.     Some  press  reports  indicate  an  even 
lower  figure  for  1927-28  exports.     Drought  and  vdnd  have  continued  to  cause 
dropping  and  have  resulted  in  small  though  sweet  fruit.     On  August  17  qiiotation?

LS^ON  PROSPECTS  IN  SICILY:     It  is  estimated  that  the  1927-28  lemon  crop 
in  the  Province  of  Siracusa  will  be  slightly  less  than  last  season,  and  T^dll 
amount  to  approxiraa.tely  417,000  boxes  of  74  pounds  each,  according  to  the  • 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Siracusa,  as  quoted  by  Consul  Ilo  C.  Punk,  at  Catania, 
Italy.     This  estimate  is  also  confirmed  by  private  merchants  located  in  that 
region.     In  the  Province  of  Catania  it  is  estimated  by  the  Chamber  of  Coirjiierce 
and  also  private  firms,  that  the  output  will  be  about  30  per  cent  under  nonnal, 
and  therefore  about  equal  to  last  season ^s  yield  of  2,000,000  boxes.     It  is 
estimated  that  the  flowering  was  abundant,  but  that  considerable  damage  was 
done  later  by  the  7rarrn  African  winds,  v/hich  rill  cause  the  crop  to  be  apiiro^- 
imately  as  above  stated.    Lack  of  rain  has  also  been  felt  to  some  extent. 

SPANISH  ONION  SHIPMENTS:     Shipments  of  Spanish  onions  to  the  American 
market  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  up  to  August  26  amounted  to  1,411  cases, 
90,569  half-cases  and  260,838  crates,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  from  Consul  Clement  S.  Edwards  at  Valencia.    These  ship- 
ments are  equivalent  to  309,245  bushels  as  compared  ■'"dth  approximately  311,128 
bushels  shiipped  during  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.

GEIMMT  PORK  SUPPLIES  LECLIEE;     The  anticipated  decline  in  the  heavy 
German  hog  marketings  and  slaughter  of  recent  months  is  confirmed  fui-ther  by 
July  figures,  although  the  rate  of  supply  is  still  in  ezcecs  of  last  year. 
According  to  cabled  advices  from  L,  V.  Steere,  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner 
at  Berlin,  July  receipts  a-*:'  14  markets  reached  271,000  head,  a  decline  of  12,000 
below  the  J-une  count,  but  73,000  head  in  excess  of  last  year.  Slaughterings 
at  36  centers  totaled  328,000  head  during  July,  dov;n  14,000  below  June  but 
83,000  ahead  of  July  1925.     Eacon  imports,  a;b  653,000  pouiids,  were  109,000 
pounds  under  June  and  770^000  pounds  below  last  year.    Lard  imports,  however, 
showed  the  effects  of  recent  low  prices  and  reached  24,912,000  pounds.  That 
figure  exceeded  June  1927  and  July  192G  by  3,512,000  pounds  and  7,716,000  pounds, 
respectively,  and  is  larger  than  for  any  month  since  February  1925, 


AGRICULTTIRAL  EXPORTS  DECLINE 

A  seasonal  decline  is  noted  in  the  agricultural  exports  of  the  United 
States  for  July.    At  83,  the  July  index  mimber  for  all  comniodities  is  below 
both  June  1927  and  July  1926,  but  well  aoove  that  month  for  other  recent  years. 
Iheat,  including  floior,  shows  the  only  material  increase  over  Jime  among  the 
more  important  items  but  is  considerably  under  last  year.     Cotton  fiber  con- 
tinues above  last  year  but  below  recent  months,  v/hile  tobacco  was  the  lowest 
since  August  1926,     The  dfrcli:ie  from  June  figuxes  was  general  for  pork  products 
and  lard,  fruits  and  vegetabljs  and  dairy  products.

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FOREIGN  BUTTER  PRICES  ADVMCE  LSSS  TKAU'  DOMESTIC 

Butter  prices  in  the  principal  European  mai-kets  were  practically  im— 
changed  during  the  T/eek  ended  August  25,     Ihile  there  was  no  further  seasonal 
advance  during  the  week  in  the  foreign  markets  a  rise  of  1  l/2  cents  in  New  York 
to  43-5  cents  on  92  score  "brought  the  price  margin  over  Copenhagen  up  to  8 
cents.     The  Berlin  market  maintained  the  higher  level  of  price  of  recent  weeks 
at  ahout  the  equivalent  of  "best  Danish  in  London.     Shipments  afloat  from  New 
Zealand  on  August  20  totalled  9,016,000  pounds  and  from  Australia  560,000 
pounds.

TH3  EOHEIGN  DAIRY  SITUATION 

Both  the  actual  prices  and  the  price  relationships  between  foreign  and 
domestic  tutter  markets  now  stand  Just  as  they  v/ere  at  this  time  last  ye^r , 
with  a  margin  equal  to  not  more  than  half  the  import  duty  in  favor  of  domestic 
prices.     Supplies  on  the  principal  European  m.arkets  have  recently  "been  heavier 
than  ever  before, hut  foreign  prices  have  not  been  depressed  to  the  level  that 
would  make  exportation  to  the  United  States  profitable.    On  the  other  hand,  the 
same  conditions  of  heavy  production  that  are  apparent  abroad  have  tended  to 
keep  domestic  prices  from  reaching  an  import  basis.     Seasonally,  too,  foreign 
prices  should  be  relatively  high  in  anticipation  of  the  continuous  lightening 
of  the  supplies  that  will  nov;  be  available  until  the  flush  of  production  in 
the  southern  hemisphere.    The  flush  of  the  European  season  has  now  passed  and. 
prices  should  continue  to  strengthen  in  European  markets.     The  low  .point  was 
reached  in  July,  the  rise  in  August  being  already  ra^ther  marked.     Imports  into 
Great  Britain  and  Germany  combined  have  thus  far  this  year  somewhat  exceeded 
those  of  a  year  ago,  amoujiting  to  516,000,000  pounds  in  the  period  Janusry- 
July,  1927,  and  509,000,000  pounds  in  th^orre spending  seven  months  of  1925. 
Imports  into  Great  Britain  were  the  same  in  both  period  while  German  imports 
increased  from  98,000,000  pounds  to  105,000,000  pounds, 

•  Heavy  European  production  reflected  in  British  imports 

July  im.port3  of  butter  into  Great  Britain,  totaling  68,427,000  pounds,^ 
were  less  than  the  June  imports  but  exceeded  those  of  July,  1926,  when  supplies 
vjore  also  notably  heavy.     The  increase  over  a  year  ago  wan  shared  by  all  the 
important  European  exporting  countries  except  Sweden.    Especially  notable  are 
the  increases  from  Russia  and  the  Irish  Free  State.    Russian  supplies  were

increased  more  than  100  per  cent,   reaching  10,000,000  pounds  in  July  of  this  year 
From  the  Irish  Free  State  the  10,843,000  pounds  received  during  July  represented 
an  increase  over  a  year  ago  and  uver  the  month  of  June,     Wliile  the  increase  noted 
is  largely  oving  to  the  unusually  favorable  grass  season,  tnere  is  reason  to  ex- 
pect that  Irish  butter  exports  are  to  continae  to  increase  and  the  quality  to  be 
improved  as  a  result  of  the  recently  rene^-'Cd  interest  in  improving  the  industry 
within  the  Free  State. 

i  As  compared  v/ith  June,   the  decline  of  approximately  8,000,000  po^ands  in 

butter  imports  is  fully  accounted  for  by  the  lessened  arrivals  from  IJew  Zealand 
and  Australia  v/here  production  has  reached  the  lovi  point  for  the  year.     The  de- 
cline in  Danish,  Dutch  and  Swedish  from  June  to  July  is  in  part  directly  seasonal 
and  in, part  the  effect  of  diversion  of  greater  supplies  to  German  markets,  v/here 
the  demand  for  foreign  butter  is  being  seasonally  strengthened. 

Butter  production  in  Denmark  is  reported  to  have  been  8,028,000  pounds 
weekly  during  July,  which  is  a  slight  decline  from  the  June  average  of  8,311,000 
pounds.     Exports  accounted  for  8?  per  cent  of  the  July  output.

Record  "'^utter  iTiT/-o.;ts  ir to  Cf.:ruia,ny  durin.:;  July 

The  importation  of  24,251,000  pornids  of  tutter  into  Germany  during  July 
was  the  heaviest  on  record  for  any  single  month  and  exceeded  that  of  June  "by  50 
per  cent.     Within  Germany,  the  season  has  no?;  advanced  to  the  point  at  T/hich  ther 
is  increasing  dependence  upon  foreign  supplies.     By  the  middle  of  Axigust  there  wai 
no  e^cpectation  of  any  further  increase  in  domestic  supplies  and  the  continued  hot 
weather  was  resulting  in  scarcity,  especially  of  the  finer  grades.     The  German 
"butter  trade  paper,  "Nachrichten  fur  den  Butter  und  Fettwarerliandel"  of  A-'ogust  11 
1927,  points  out  that  as  the  foreign  product  hegan  increasingly  to  he  dram  upon 
to  supplement  the  domestic  output,  prices  within  Germany  hecame  more  closely  ad- 
justed to  the  world  market  situation.     The  Berlin  iguotation  had  advanced  hy  the 
middle  of  August  from  the  equivalent  to  the  Copenhagen  quotation,  to  \7hich  it  haa 
declined  in  June,  to  ahout  the  equivalent  of  the  price  of  Danish  in  London,

The  spring  season  nov/  begin-ning  in  countries  of  the  southern  hemisphere 
is  on  the  v/hole  rather  unfavorable  to  an  early  heavy  prodtiction.     In  the  prin- 
cipal dairy  regions  of  Australia  and  Argentina  latest  reports  indicate  the 
continuance  of  weather  too  dry  for  good  pasturage.    Moist'ore  conditions  appear 
more  favorable  in  New  Zealand  although  the  rain  and  snov;  together  with  the  cold 
weather  maJ-e  it  probable  that  the  season  may  bo  somewhat  reta^'ded.  Normally, 
spring  production  gets  well  ijinder  way  during  August,  and  the  condition  of  cows 
as  well  as  tha.t  of  the  soil  is  affected  materially  by  the  mature  of  the  pre- 
ceding winter  m.onths.
